I append  herewith  a summarized  report  compiled  in  accordance 
with  Circular  2/50  dated  25th  January,  1950. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  report  is  of  a brief  character  only 
and  by  no  means  embraces  the  full  working  of  my  department. 

To  enumerate  fully  the  statistics  and  records  of  all  undertakings 
in  my  control  would  entail  a special  staff  for  the  purpose,  keeping 
of  records  throughout  the  year  and  the  final  report  would  be  much 
too  long  for  this  purpose.

The  rainfall  for  the  year  measured  at  Lindway  Reservoirs  was 
32.23  inches  ; the  driest  month  was  October  and  the  wettest  Feb- 
ruary. The  rainfall  on  the  30th  September  was  1.18  inches  ; this 
was  the  greatest  reading  during  the  year. 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  generally  satisfactory 
except  that  during  the  summer  months,  owing  to  the  water  levels 
in  the  reservoirs  becoming  low,  some  of  the  high  spots  occasionally 
had  poor  pressure. 
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Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination 
have  been  taken  throughout  the  year.  In  each  case  the  Chemical 
Analysis  afforded  no  evidence  of  the  occurrence  of  active  pollution. 
In  the  case  of  two  of  the  five  bacteriological  samples  taken,  one 
showed  Cl.  Welchii  present,  and  the  other  showed  coliform  bacilli 
and  B.  Coli  present  in  small  quantities.  In  view  of  these  two 
samples  bacteriological  tests  were  made  of  all  sources  of  water 
flowing  into  the  reservoirs  and  many  of  these  surface  water  supplies 
were  found  to  be  polluted.  Weekly  samples  have  been  taken  since 
this  date  and  all  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory,  showing  that 
the  filtration  and  the  chlorination  processes  are  effective  and  have 
maintained  the  hygienic  quality  of  this  source  of  supply. 

In  Alfreton  Urban  District  (less  Codnor  Park  and  Ironville) 
public  mains  supply  water  to  6,973  dwelling  houses  and  20,500 
population  direct  to  the  houses  and  only  one  dwelling  house  by 
means  of  a standpipe. 

There  were  twenty-five  occasion?  during  the  year  when  the  water 
supply  to  local  areas  had  to  be  turned  off  for  short  periods  to  repair 
bursts  in  the  mains,  etc. 

New  water  mains  have  been  laid  as  follows  : 490  lin.  yds.  of  4" 
and  130  lin.  yds.  of  3"  S.  and  S.  iron  pipes  and  400  lin.  yds.  of  4" 
flexible  jointed  asbestos  pipes  at  the  Firs  Estate  Extension  Housing 
Site,  Alfreton  ; 200  lin.  yds.  of  3"  S.  and  S.  iron  pipes  in  Hickton 
Road,  Swanwick. 

Waste  of  Water  Notices  — Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

28  Notices  have  been  sent  to  owners  of  property  to  repair  burst 
pipes,  etc.,  causing  wastage  of  water. 

533  Taps  have  had  new  washers  fitted  free  of  charge  by  the 
Waste  Water  Inspector,  in  order  to  conserve  the  water  supply. 

Out  of  51  complaints  received  of  poor  water  supply  and  pressure 
32  were  found  to  be  caused  by  either  encrusted  water  services  or 
too  many  houses  being  supplied  by  one  inadequate  service,  and  19 
caused  by  a blocked  ferrule  on  the  water  main.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  serve  three  preliminary  notices  on  owners  to  provide 
adequate  water  supply. 

Water  Abstraction  Regulations,  1947. 

Under  Section  6 of  the  Water  Act,  1945. 

A daily  record  has  been  kept  of  water  pumped  from  Lea  Borehole 
and  Lindway  Borehole,  and  water  analyses  taken,  and  returns  sent 
to  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  and  Museum  in  accord-, 
ance  with  the  above  regulations. 
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HOUSING. 

There  were  132  traditional  houses  and  bungalows  completed 
during  the  year  by  Alfreton  U.D.C.  This  brings  the  total  to  445, 
and  again  makes  Alfreton  the  top  Urban  District  in  Derbyshire  for  post- 
war houses.  In  addition,  25  houses  were  completed  by  private 
enterprise. 

The  number  of  houses  under  construction  by  Alfreton  U.D.C. 
(at  the  end  of  1950)  was  64  and  by  private  enterprise  12. 

Housing  Contract  let  to  Contractors  during  1950. 

During  1950,  81  houses  have  been  let  to  local  builders  in  12 
contracts  on  the  Cottage  Farm  Estate,  Somercotes,  and  the  Firs 
Estate,  Alfreton.  Complete  plans  and  sections  have  been  drawn 
and  specifications  and  quantities  prepared  for  each  house  type. 
Although  occasional  contracts  have  been  put  out  to  tender  to  ensure 
current  prices,  it  has  been  found  expedient  to  negotiate  prices  for 
small  numbers  of  houses,  bringing  in  local  builders,  thus  ensuring 
competition  between  these  builders  and  a smooth  follow-on  for  their 
programme.  Full  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  officials  of 
the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  Planning  at  Nottingham, 
who  have  been  extremely  helpful. 

The  success  and  smoothness  with  which  the  housing  programme 
has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to 
the  vigilence  and  co-operation  of  both  Clerks  of  Works.

The  decision  of  the  Council  to  become  affiliated  to  the  Board  of 
Greenkeeping  Research  will  be  a great  help  to  the  groundsmen  in 
keeping  the  bowling  greens  in  good  order. 

Work  was  commenced  in  October  on  the  re-laying  of  the  green 
at  the  Alfreton  Miners’  Welfare  Ground.  This  has  now  been  com- 
pleted and  is  in  excellent  condition. 

Generally,  the  pleasure  grounds  were  maintained  in  good  order 
in  view  of  the  amount  of  labour  available  for  this  purpose. 

Alfreton  Market. 

The  average  number  of  stalls  rented  each  Friday  on  Alfreton 
Market  was  30  and  a large  number  of  applicants  have  had  to  be 
refused  owing  to  the  shortage  of  space. 

The  plans  for  a new  market  site  below  the  ’bus  stand,  Alfreton, 
are  being  prepared. 

Notification  of  Defects  by  Sanitary  Inspector. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  referred  67  com- 
plaints to  me  for  my  attention.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  tenth  Annual  Report,  that  for 
the  year  1950.  To  facilitate  comparison,  the  statistical  and  other 
details  have  been  set  out  under  similar  headings  to  those  of  previous 
years,  and  cover  as  far  as  possible  the  varied  work  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Urban  Area. 

The  Report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Circulars  2/50 
dated  25th  January,  1950  and  112/50  6th  Dec.,  1950,  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  in  accordance  with  Articles  6 (3)  and  17  (5) 
of  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and 
Article  14  (3)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926.  The  latter 
requires  Sanitary  Officers  to  furnish  the  Medical  Officer  with  a report 
of  their  work  during  the  preceding  3^ear,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
31st  December.

Provision  of  Dust  Bins  by  Local  Authority. 

It  will  be  noted  that  62  new  dust  bins  were  provided  during  the 
year,  and  in  20  instances  Statutory  Notices  were  served.  It  has 
not  been  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  non- 
compliance  with  notice  to  supply  a dust  bin.  Our  system  has  been 
to  send  the  usual  preliminary  notice  to  the  owner  of  the  premises 
that  the  dust  bin  is  defective  and  requires  replacement.  If  the  owner 
defaults  this  is  followed  by  a Statutory  Notice  to  the  effect  that  if  a 
dust  bin  is  not  supplied  to  the  property  within  28  days  the  local 
authority  will  supply  one  in  default,  and  a charge  of  5/-  per  year 
recoverable  through  the  general  rate  will  be  levied  in  perpetuity  in 
respect  of  the  property. 

So  far  the  owner  has  supplied  a bin  rather  than  have  the  additional 
sum  levied.

Matters  coming  to  my  notice  either  by  observation  or  by 
complaint  requiring  the  attention  of  the  Surveyor  were  passed 
on  to  him.  These  matters  chiefly  concerned  Council  House 
defects,  water  supply,  sewers  and  sewage  nuisances.  67  such 
instances  are  recorded  in  my  day  book.  The  inter-departmental 
co-operation  being  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Part  2. — Sanitation  and  Buildings  (Sections  14-90). 

Sewerage  scheme  for  the  District . — Progress  in  the  preparation 
of  the  scheme  is  dealt  with  in  the  Surveyor’s  Report. 

Conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  carriage  system. — During 
the  year  85  conversions  have  been  carried  out;  the  Council’s 
contribution  is  still  £10  or  half  the  cost,  whichever  sum  is  the 
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smaller.  Since  the  scheme  was  introduced  in  1938,  706  con- 
versions have  been  effected.  1 hope  everything  possible  will  be 
done  to  expedite  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  area,  as  it  is  very 
disconcerting  to  acknowledge  that  we  have  still  over  1,000  pail 
closets  in  the  area.  We  cannot  regard  ourselves  as  a progressive 
and  up-to-date  authority  until  we  have  seen  the  last  of  these 
abominations. 

Public  Convenience,  Nottingham  Road , Somercotes. — This  mat- 
ter has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports.  On  grounds  of 
economy  the  demolition  and  resiting  of  this  convenience  has 
been  left  in  abeyance. 

Ironville  Schools. — I am  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  end  of 
the  year  work  is  well  advanced  on  the  provision  of  a septic  tank 
and  filter,  and  the  installation  of  water  closets  is  proceeding,  all 
the  drains  having  been  laid  and  tested.  We  are  indebted  to  the 
County  Council  for  this  desirable  improvement. 

1-7,  Highfield  Road,  Swanwick. — During  the  year  complaints 
were  received  from  the  residents  of  the  seven  houses  in  High- 
field Road,  Swanwick,  with  regard  to  the  frequent  chokage  of 
the  main  drain,  and  seepage  of  sewage  from  the  same.  Owing 
to  the  natural  contour  of  the  land,  the  main  drain  is  supported 
on  a retaining  wall.  Statutory  Notice  was  served  on  each 
owner  to  abolish  the  interceptor  and  make  good  the  defective 
main  drain.  The  work  has  been  carried  out  and  the  nuisance 
abated. 

50  and  51 , George  Street,  Riddings. — Following  complaints  of 
sewage  in  the  larders,  Statutory  Notices  wrere  served — all  were 
disregarded,  and  the  Council  carried  out  the  work  in  default. 
A smoke  test  was  applied,  and  the  whole  drainage  system  was 
found  to  be  defective.  Further  Statutory  Notices  were  served, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  works  had  not  been  carried  out, 
and  legal  proceedings  pending. 

Greenhill  Lane  Sewerage. — Work  is  outstanding  on  the  un- 
satisfactory cesspool  serving  Woodend  Cottages  and  Smedley’s 
House,  Greenhill  Lane,  Riddings.  It  is  hoped  the  joint  owners 
will  soon  arrive  at  an  agreement  as  to  apportionment  of  cost  of 
works,  as  this  matter  is  a subject  of  disagreement. 

Limes  Avenue  Huts. — As  the  tenants  are  rehoused,  the  huts 
are  not  to  be  relet,  and  we  hope  to  have  the  site  cleared  by 
Mid.  1951. 

Filthy  or  Verminous  Premises  or  Articles  and 

Verminous  Persons. 

Sections  83-86. 

Four  notices  were  served  during  the  year  under  Section  83 
and  one  informal  notice  to  cleanse  a filthy  house.  3 were  Coun- 
cil houses,  and  2 privately  owned.  In  one  instance  I 
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was 


threatened  with  personal  violence,  and  as  a consequence  the 
mental  stability  of  the  person  was  investigated,  and  he  was 
ultimately  removed  to  a mental  institution  on  a fourteen  day 
Order.  This  was  effected  in  collaboration  with  the  Welfare  Offi- 
cer, and  he  was  subsequently  certified.  The  house  was  then 
disinfested  and  thoroughly  cleansed. 

In  all  other  cases  the  premises  were  cleansed  within  the  time 
stated  in  the  notice,  and  legal  proceedings  avoided. 

Nuisances  and  Offensive  Trades. 

Part  3 — Sections  91-110. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  carry  out  system- 
atic inspection  of  his  district  for  the  detection  and  abatement 
of  nuisances.  It  will  be  noted  that  1 1872  visits  and  inspections 
have  been  made  and  1818  defects  noted  in  respect  of  which  1711 
informal  and  164  legal  notices  were  served. 

Legal  proceedings  were  threatened  in  one  or  two  instances, 
and  one  case  was  entered  into  Court  and  later  withdrawn,  the 
owner  carrying  out  the  necessary  repairs  at  the  last  moment. 

Smoke  Nuisances. 

Complaints  have  been  received  from  time  to  time  in  respect 
of  smoke  nuisances  from  the  Miners’  Hostel,  Nottingham  Road, 
Alfreton  and  Swanwick  Collieries.  With  regard  to  the  former, 
the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Regional  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power,  and  Engineers  were  sent  down  to 
investigate  and  report.  Their  conclusions  were  that  the  smoke 
nuisance  was  due  to  bad  firing.  Improvement  is,  however, 
short  lived,  and  constant  supervision  is  necessary,  otherwise 
the  fires  are  banked,  with  consequent  smoke  nuisance.  With 
regard  to  smoke  nuisances  from  Collieries,  one  would  think 
that  nationalised  industries  would  set  the  example  in  smoke 
abatement  and  install  some  of  the  latest  appliances  for  smoke 
prevention.  It  is  difficult  to  deal  with  private  owners  in  such 
circumstances.  Burning  colliery  slag  heaps  is  another  matter 
that  ought  to  be  tackled  at  national  level,  and  a general  policy 
agreed  upon  to  deal  with  this  nuisance.  The  National  Smoke 
Abatement  Council  could  do  much  to  awaken  the  public  con- 
science to  the  need  for  decisive  action  to  improve  the  atmo- 
sphere in  mining  districts  such  as  ours. 

Offensive  Trades. 

We  have  only  one  such  establishment  in  the  district,  that  of 
Messrs.  S.  Walters  & Sons,  George  Street,  Riddings.  This  is 
a very  satisfactory  undertaking,  provided  with  up-to-date  equip- 
ment, and  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene  maintained  at  all 
times.

Part  5.  Prevention,  Notification  and  Treatment  of 

Infectious  Disease. 

Sections  143-150. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  brought  to  my  notice  either 
as  a result  of  notification  received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  from  private  practitioners  or  direct  from  the  letters 
requesting  me  to  remove  the  cases  to  hospital,  unless  home 
treatment  and  isolation  is  possible.  A record  is  kept  in  the 
Infectious  Disease  Register.  A visit  is  paid  to  the  infected 
premises,  enquiries  made  and  disinfection  carried  out  following 
removal  of  the  patient. 

A bottle  of  disinfectant  is  left  for  preliminary  soaking  of 
infected  bedding  and  clothing  prior  to  washing.  The  method 
of  disinfection  is  by  use  of  formaldehyde  lamps  and  spray.  An 
instruction  leaflet  is  left  at  the  houses  as  to  precautions  to  be 
taken  in  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  prevent  spread  of  infec- 
tion. Infected  bedding  etc.,  is  sent  to  Morton  Isolation  Hospital 
in  special  cases  for  steam  disinfection. 

56  Library  books  have  been  disinfected  by  the  department  in 
a special  cabinet  provided  for  the  purpose. 

5 consignments  of  bedding  and  various  articles  have  been 
sent  to  Morton  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam  disinfection  during 
the  year.  The  cost  being  borne  by  the  owner. 

Part  9.  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

Sections  235-248. 

There  is  only  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  area.  This 
is  frequently  visited  and  is  well  maintained  by  the  owner 
Mr.  W.  Davies,  King  Street,  Alfreton.  The  rooms  are  clean, 
the  beds  are  clean  and  comfortable.  Limewashing  is  carried 
out  at  the  prescribed  intervals.  There  has  been  no  cause  for 
complaint. 

Part  11.  Watercourses,  Ditches  and  Ponds. 

Sections  257-266. 

As  a direct  consequence  of  the  fact  that  we  experienced  a 
very  poor  summer  and  no  long  dry  spells,  I did  not  receive  any 
complaints  in  respect  of  the  Cromford  Canal,  or  anv  nuisances 
arising  from  polluted  ditches  or  ponds. 

Moveable  Dwellings.

We  have  now  12  moveable  dwellings  on  7 sites.  All  are  lic- 
enced, the  licences  being  reviewed  every  twelve  months  and 
those  granted  have  the  usual  conditions  attached  to  each.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Part  1.  General  Provisions  and  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs. 

Sections  1 — 7. 

Sampling  of  Food  and  Drugs  is  undertaken  by  the  County 
Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  B.S.c.,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  the  County  Analyst 
has  kindly  supplied  me  with  information  of  such  work  carried 
out  by  this  department  during  the  year  : — 

1 38  samples  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  during  the  year 
1950,  77  of  these  being  Milk. 

Milk  Samples. 

Of  the  milk  samples  nine  were  reported  against. 

Two  samples  taken  on  the  same  day  from  different  retailers 
were  seriously  deficient  in  fat.  Both  retailers  were  supplied  by 
the  same  Dairy  Company  and  samples  in  the  course  of  delivery 
from  the  Dairy  were  taken  the  following  day.  These  proved  to 
be  genuine,  but  on  investigation  there  appeared  to  be  cause 
to  suspect  employees  of  the  Dairy  Company.  In  these  circum- 
stances no  proceedings  were  taken,  but  notices  of  caution  were 
sent  to  both  retailers  and  to  the  Dairy  Company.  Further 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  sample  contained  a substantial  amount  of  added  water. 
On  the  following  day  a sample  was  taken  in  course  of  delivery 
from  the  producer  to  the  retailer  and  it  was  then  disclosed  that 
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the  producer,  without  knowing  that  a sample  had  been  taken, 
had  already  stated  to  the  retailer  that  he  had  found  a leak  in  the 
cooler— since  repaired— and  that  the  previous  day’s  delivery 
would  have  contained  some  water.  The  sample  of  milk  in  course 
of  delivery  was  genuine.  The  evidence  from  these  samples  was 
also  against  the  retailer,  but  although  guilty  of  selling  watered 
milk  he  was  clearly  not  responsible  for  the  presence  of  the  water. 
No  proceedings  were  therefore  taken  but  both  the  retailer  and 
the  producer  were  cautioned.  Futher  samples  from  this  pro- 
ducer have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  the  remaining  six  samples  the  irregularities  were  not 
serious  and  were  also  dealt  with  by  a caution  notice. 

Other  Foods. 

One  sample  of  Beef  Sausages  was  slightly  deficient  in  meat 
and  the  vendor  was  cautioned. 

An  informal  sample  of  Camphorated  Oil  was  deficient  in 
Camphor.  A Formal  sample  was  taken  and  on  analysis  proved 
to  be  genuine. 

The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Voluntary  Surrender  of  Unsound  Food. 

Sections  9 — 12. 

Food  rationing  was  still  with  us  during  the  year  and  as  a con- 
sequence the  avoidance  of  unnecessary  waste  of  food  was  of 
paramount  importance  to  the  national  economy.  All  food 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  when  suitable  was 
utilised  as  animal  feeding  stuffs,  and  was  included  in  the 
Council’s  Salvage  scheme. 

Diseased  meat  condemned  is  sent  for  processing  after  being 
treated  with  Naphthalene  Green.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Supply. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act , 1938 , Sections  13  — 16. 

Work  under  this  part  of  the  Act  covers  the  Inspection  of  all 
premises  in  which  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold.  Attention 
is  given  to  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises,  and  the  per- 
sons engaged  in  the  handling,  preparation  and  sale  of  food. 
The  details  extracted  from  the  Registers  at  the  end  of  1950  are

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It  has  been  particularly  noticeable  how  food  cleanliness  con- 
scious people  are  becoming  as  a result  of  local  and  national 
efforts  to  publicise  the  importance  of  personal  and  general 
hygiene  in  food  handling  at  all  stages.  During  the  year  an 
effort  was  made  to  induce  food  traders  and  food  handlers  to 
exclude  cats  and  dogs  from  all  food  premises.  In  the  past  it 
has  been  quite  commonplace  to  see  a cat  basking  in  a food  shop 
window,  particularly  during  the  week  end.  One  is  apt  to  won- 
der what  contamination  of  foodstuffs  and  articles  with  which 
food  may  come  into  contact  has  taken  place  when  a cat  has  been 
left  in  a lock-up  shop  during  the  week  end.  The  danger  of 
taking  dogs  into  food  shops,  whether  on  the  lead  or  not  needs 
no  elaboration.  In  the  absence  of  legislation  to  exclude  animals 
from  food  shops  etc.,  it  is  rather  difficult  to  obtain  uniformity 
of  action  in  this  respect,  and  in  the  case  of  the  food  trader  it  is 
very  easy  to  give  offence  to  a customer.  A circular  letter  was 
sent  to  all  food  handlers,  emphasizing  the  importance  of  this 
suggestion,  and  the  response  has  been  most  heartening. 

During  the  year  I have  addressed  several  Women’s  Organisa- 
tions on  the  subject  of  Clean  Food,  and  the  pleasing  feature  is 
the  fact  that  the  subject  is  one  of  their  own  choosing. 

Clean  Food  Byelaws  : — My  Council  was  one  of  the  first  auth- 
orities in  the  Country  to  adopt  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  govern- 
ing Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food.  A copy  was 
sent  to  every  person  engaged  in  Food  Trading  in  the  area. 

ICE  CREAM  ( Heat  Treatment , etc.)  REGULATIONS,  1947. 

During  the  year  all  premises  from  which  Ice  Cream  is  sold 
have  been  carefully  supervised.  Those  from  which  loose  Ice 
Cream  is  sold  are  provided  with  cubicles,  portable  washbasins, 
clean  towels  and  soap.  The  cubical  consisting  of  a dado  of  ply- 
wood, glass  above  with  serving  hatch  and  facilities  for  ven- 
tilation. 
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All  conservators  from  which  prepacked  Ice  Cream  is  sold  are 
provided  with  “Stowed”  protective  covers  to  prevent  misuse  of 
the  conservators  and  possible  contamination. 

All  premises  have  been  well  kept  during  the  year,  and  there 
has  been  no  cause  for  complaint.  All  vehicles  used  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  are  of  the  most  up-to-date  type.

All  have  been 
particularly  well  kept,  several  have  installed  new  and  up-to-date 
ranges,  and  where  flourescent  lighting  has  been  introduced 
together  with  internal  decorations  in  white  or  pastel  shades  it 
has  had  the  effect  of  making  these  premises  look  most  attractive 
and  inviting.

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

All  food  animals  are  slaughtered  in  Government  Slaughter- 
houses with  the  exception  of  pigs  slaughtered  under  licence 
issued  at  the  Local  Food  Office. 

All  such  pigs  are  inspected  after  slaughter  and  every  endea- 
vour has  been  made  to  have  the  cottagers’  pigs  slaughtered  in 
private  slaughterhouses  rather  than  in  back  yards  with  the 
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attendant  inconveniences  and  nuisances.  Private  slaughter- 
houses have  been  licenced  for  this  purpose  and  41  licences  to 
stun  have  been  issued  or  renewed  during  the  year  and  fees 
amounting  to  £2/2/0  have  been  collected.

The  Salvage  Plant  at  Leabrooks  consists  of  Paper  and  Textile 
Baling  Shed  containing  two  Hunter  Penrose  Hand  Operated 
Baling  Presses,  one  Rowells  Corrugated  Iron  Tin-Baling  Shed 
containing  one  Shi rtliff e Electrically  operated  Bijoli  Press  for 
baling  destructor  scrap.  The  size  of  the  bales  being  about  20in. 
x 12in.  x 5in.  A portion  of  the  shed  is  used  to  house  a Drimet 
Battery  Charging  Rectifier  for  charging  batteries  used  on  the 
cleansing  vehicles. 
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Garages. 

^ In  previous  reports  I have  had  to  mention  the  inadequacy  of 
Garage  accommodation.  We  have  now  provided  accommodation 
for  three  vehicles  together  with  facilities  for  the  inspection  and 
greasing  of  vehicles,  and  if  the  Council  at  some  future  date 
decides  to  employ  a mechanic  to  carry  out  the  minor  repairs, 
decarbonising  etc.,  this  building  would  be  excellent  for  the  pur- 
pose.

In  view  of  the  economy  drive  I decided  to  carry  on  using  the 
old  type  Bedford  long  wheeled  base  vehicle  during  the  year  1950. 
However  a new  type  Dennis  lOCu.  Yd.  vehicle  has  been  placed 
on  order  for  delivery  in  April,  1951  when  the  Bedford  Long 
Wheelbase  vehicle  will  be  disposed  of. 

House  and  Trade  Refuse  and  Mightsoil. 

Throughout  the  year  the  regular  service  was  maintained. 
House  Refuse  collected  once  per  week.  Trade  Refuse  and  Sal- 
vage twice  a week.  Closet  pails  at  least  once  a week,  except  in 
cases  of  overcrowded  premises  where  pails  are  emptied  twice 
weekly.  Cesspools  have  been  emptied  free  of  charge  twice  per 
year,  and  where  necessary  additional  clearances  have  been  char- 
ged for.  The  revenue  from  these  sources  can  be  ascertained 
on  reference  to  the  costing  report  on  services.  The  unit  has 
been  in  great  demand  during  the  year  by  adjoining  Rural  Dis- 
trict Councils  and  the  Derbyshire  County  Council.  When  ever 
possible  we  have  obliged. 

Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

The  controlled  tip  at  Leabrooks  has  been  well  maintained 
during  the  year,  and  owing  to  the  increased  volume  of  refuse 
being  received  is  rapidly  filling  up.  During  the  year  we  had 
many  visitors  from  other  local  authorities,  and  from  school 
children  studying  social  service.  All  were  particularly  impressed 
by  the  possibilities  in  the  controlled  tipping  of  refuse. 

The  Surveyor  very  kindly  tar  sprayed  the  tip  road  and  fron- 
tage to  the  buildings  on  the  site. 
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Reclamation  of  Raw  Materials. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  a guaranteed  market  for  mat- 
erials. Considerable  advantage  has  been  gained  by  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  North  East  Derbyshire  Salvage  Committee 
held  under  the  auspices  of  Mr.  H.  Edridge  and  his  Assistant 
Mr.  A.  Lawrence,  the  latter  very  ably  acted  as  Secretary  of  the 
Committee.  The  pooling  of  ideas  has  always  had  the  effect  of 
stimulating  interest,  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  members  has 
been  an  encouraging  feature  during  the  year  1950. 


Trade  Refuse. 


The  income  from  54  business  premises  for  the  collection  of 
Trade  Refuse,  not  having  any  salvage  value  was  £169/4/1  Id. 
Included  in  this  figure  is  the  revenue  from  various  firms  who 
deposit  refuse  on  the  tip  at  a charge  of  1/-  per  ton. 

Granwood  Flooring  Co.  Ltd.,  have  during  the  year  deposited 
963  tons  of  Trade  Waste  at  a charge  of  1/-  per  ton.  i.e.  £48/3/0. 

Kitchen  Waste. 


The  twice  weekly  collection  of  Kitchen  Waste  (Wednesday 
and  Saturday)  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year.  The 
communal  bins  provided  by  the  Council  are  fitted  with  special 
non-blow  off  lids,  and  are  sited  at  schools,  works’  canteens,  cafes, 
hotel  kitchens  and  at  convenient  sites  in  the  streets. 


Private  collectors  cut  across  our  scheme  and  render  it  impos- 
sible to  obtain  our  target  of  1 ton  per  1,000  population.
